De Qnin- 
t"y s favor'te fev. were Donne, Chil- 
hngworta, Jeicmy Taylor, Milton, 
South, Bir'-ow, and Sir Thomas 
Browne 
Hedescubeil these writers 


as "i pleiacl or constellation of seTen 
golden stars, such as, ia their class, 
1.0 htoiatnre uin matca,"ard from 
whose works ho would undertake 
"to build up an entire body of phil- 
osophy." 


Frederick tbe Cheat, of Prussia, 


manifested his strong French lean- 
ings in his choi -o of books, liis prin- 
cipal favorites being Bsyle, Bous- 
seau, Voltaire, Kolhn, Floury, Mal- 
et'rancbe and ono English author— 
Locke. His especial favorite was 
Bayle's Dictionary, which fas tho 
hrst book thac laid hold ot his mmd, 
and be thought so highly of it that 
he himself made an abridgment and 
translation of it into German, which 
waa published. Jt was a saymg of 
Frederick's that "books made up no 
small part of *rue happiness " In 
his old age he said, "my latest paa- 
sion will be for literature " 


It seems odd that Marshal Bln- 


cher's favorite book should have 
been Klnpstosks "Messiah," and 
Napoleon Bonaparte's favorite Os- 
sian's Toeros" and "Borrows of 
Werthpr " Bat Napoleon's range of 
leading was very extensive. It m- 
clndecl Homer, Virgil, Tasso; novels 
of all countries; histories of all tune 
mathematics ' gisla'-ion and theol 
ogv 
He detested what he called 


I "the bombast and tinsel" of Voltaire. 


The praises oi Homer and OMMH he 
WM never weaned of sonndmg. 
"Bead again,"he said to an officer 
on board the Bellirophon—"read 
agun the poetry of Achilles, devour 
Osaian. Thoie are the poets who 
Iif tup the soul, and give to a man a 
oollossal groatnes?." 


Tho Duke of 'Wellington was an 


extensive reader; his principal favor 
JtM were Cl«rendon, Bishop Butler 
SriithV Wealth of Nations," Hume, 
the Archduke Charles, Leslie, and 
the bible. Ha was also purtiotiisrl' 
interested by French and Englia' 
memoirs—more especially Frencl 
Manmres pour tei-rir of alt kind<. 
When atWalmer, Mr Qleig s»ys 
the bible, tho prayer-book, Taylor' 
"Holy Living and Dying," and O* 
uur's "OomtconUsries," lay withii 
his roach, and, judging by thematks 
of use on them, they must h«ve be*n 
tiaoh rMd utd often ooorolitd
